was decided by X" to let him go* le was given 

seme mon^ and breu^t to HTEXOTIC by the undersigned, with 
instructions to meet the next evening te pick up necessary 
documentation* He failed to show up and this office was 
notified several days later that he had been picked up by 
the JBHCUER officials* Their method of dealing with such 
cases is to hold the man for six weeks and then assign b-itn 
to a Refugee Labor Cai^ in northern JBHCMER where he would 
be held indefinitely on the JBHCBIER econ®ioy* The writer in- 
formed BGHABIT of this latest develepspnat and they pointed 
out that the prisoner's ehances of returning from there 
would indeed be very slim as the penalty for crossing from 
one zone to another is hi^* It was the bpinion of DTEIDEE 
and the undersigned that this tom of events should prove 
an effective solution to the immediate disposal problem* 

B* On U Dece];d)er, EHFAECE i3aformed us that the six 
EKHIiTAAHOO tuberetilars at JIPARSQNS were eligible for assis- 
tance and were transferred to JBHCUER hospitals at the care 
and expense of KHFARCE* The seventh tubercular. Identity (2),

SUMMARY OF ACTmTY: 


A, The highlight of this month’s activities was 

the signing of the supplemental lease-agreement with 
option to purchase Wangness Estate, Following a con- 
ference between cz n and the writer, approval 

was given for the latter to negotiate -ttie following 
with the JBHQMER representative of Roger T, Wangness: 

(1) Starting 1 January, 1952, the rental is 
2,000 DM* s per month* 

(2) The lease terminates midni^t, 30 April, 

(3) Option to purchase at $70,000 with 35 >000 
cash and badance in blocked DM's during term of 
lease, 

B, On 18 January, the writer and n contacted 

Identity (1) in order to guarantee BGFIEND possession of 
a safe-house in his post. Identity (1) appreciated this 
contact and emphasized the inportant fact that in cases 
involving otu* claims to specific locations, it is essen- 
tial that he be approached personally so that a conqjlete 
understanding of the requirements can be taken up and 
decisions taken, this to include other matters requiring 
the support of his post for safe-house maintenance. It 
was stressed how important it was for ZACACTUS units to 
maintain freque^^t contact with the vaiious Post Conmanders 
to assure the use of safe-hoiises, or otherwise the heavy 
demand for billets expose these claims to the waste-basket 
and the space re-assigned to occupation personnel. 

During this conference, the writer laid the groimd 
work for the acquisition of additional safe-house on be- 
half of c in same general sub-post area. 

Identity (1) extended his fullest cooperation to favor 
this request* 

C, In mid-January, C from cz 3 

tr 3 alerted this office to the impending arrival of 

u about 28 January* The cable stated that 

JT while on a personail visit to JBHCMER, planned to 

make an impromptu call at JBPARSON, It was arranged 
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that rr n would act as reception contact with s 

upon his arrival and thereafter, unannounced, both would 
visit J3PARS0N* 

On the morning of the 28th, c- ^ received word 
from C P that the "visitor”had arrived. Be- 

cause of above arrangements, this unexpected news from 
C 3 appeeired to signal a grand flap, for ^ -3 was to 

have no advance knowledge ofc- 3's visit, 
and C. went immediately to JBPAESON an^ learned 

that the ’'visitor" was not£^ ^ , butCT _ , H 

was then informed that "C had actually airived 

several days before at JBPARSON before C ^ notified 
BGFIEND Office, HTEXOTIC, of his presence. The fact that 
he delayed so long in announcings 13 s arrival strongly 

indicated that C J was a silent partner in the unejcpected 
clandestine visit, and this was followed by an obvious 
display of stage buffoonery onx. zi ‘'3 part to indicate 
feigned surprise whens 3 entered the room in otir pre- 
sence, that fooled no one but himself. 

On the following day, the 29th, C- ^from C. 

first announced the "expected" aI^rival of C _ H, 

On the 30th, 0- "Jl received a phone call from C 

who had just arrived in HTEXOTIC. Together, s 3 and ' 

C H visited JBPARSON, Tiriiere the latter paid his informal 
respects’ to the KMWAAHOOS. 

D. On the l^th, 20 KM58AAHOOS from LCFLAKE were re- 
ceived by ci ^ * andc: Jf at Identity (2). 

C 3 participated in the operation to secure a realistic 
understanding of the various problems involved in the 
reception and delivery of operational bodies. The 20 
lOMAAHOOS were taken to JBPARSON by c 3 where -they will 
be added to the JBPARSON complement. 

E. With C 3 , andC 3 , the ■writer 

attended a preliminary conference at JBPARSON, assembled 
to arrange the early February screening program -that ■will 
select six W/t candidates for training scheduled to begin 
before mid-February.

Five have been officially discharged from JBPAHSON. The 
remaining two will be retained on the JBPAHSON roster until 
they receive their full pay benefits, and will be officially 
discharged at the end of February* 

I, On 2 January, c ^ andC, were entered 

in the ZASJEDAN Intelligence School at Identity (V, (see 
last month's report), where they will continue instruction 
until 6 March, c i accompanied the two men to the 
installation in order to obtain a clear understanding of 
the instruction program set forth. The first three weeks 
of the curricula cover all the various phases of military 
intelligence, and it is felt by the writer that this course 
will prove most beneficial to both men. At this writing 
it appears' from the school ratings that C ^ is talcing 
hold more rapidly thaniu ;i., but the writer nevertheless 

feels that both stand veiy good chances of graduating in 

Ma^h. 

/ J. (Reference December Progress Report, Item B, ACTION 
/PMDING, FIEID) During C: ^’'s unexpected visit at 

/ JBPARSC»I, he demanded the two KMWAAHOO's selected for ZREDDPS

INDICATICNS OF EFFECTIVENESS: 

In spite of the shut-doum of the Wangness Estate, 
January was an unusually busy month fca: this station. 

Much travel was necessary to tie-up various committments 
through personal contacts with service personnel involved* 
We strengthened our support channels wiiii the military, 
both at Labor Service and Sub-Post Commands, through 
these personal contacts. We have laid on an energetic 
screening of JBPARSON persoxmel for future w/t Ops through 
the efforts of Wessel's office, and finally we successfully 
signed up with an extension of existing lease with the 
Wangness attorneys an option to purchase effective until 
May 1st at a very reasonable figure actually under tax
